SIXTH RACE. 


American Orientals. 


The making of real Oriental rugs U a simple but 
slow process and although it seems easy, it is so 
only to Orientals themselves with fingers trained 
to. deft, skillful manipulation and an inherited 
taste and ability for such work. The looms may 
be a few trunks of trees and poles bound together 
in primitive fashion. It is never more than a 
simple, vertical frame carrying on its upper part 
a beam containing the warp, which is kept 
stretched by a pole or rod passine through it. 
The weavers are generally women and girls of 
the household. On an average each woman 
weaves dailv a piece 8 to 10 inches long and 27 
inches wide

machine woven they are guaranteed to wear 
equal to foreign rugs

THE REFERENDUM 


J 


l THE EYES of many of the people of Nevada the In 
tlatlve and referendum system of legislation, by which 


the people may demand the enactmnt of any desired Iegls» 
lation, or annul any undesirable laws, is the greatest re- 
form principle of the age. The initiative and referendum 
it declared for in the Democratic State platform, and the 
principle is rapidly becoming an issue in all the States. 
It l» In accord with the fundamental principle of 
the 


Democratic party—the right of the people to rule—and Is 
essentially a part of the true Democratic creed.—Vir- 
ginia Report. 


The Referendum clause is in the joint platform of the 


Democratic and Silver parties, therefore all Fusion leg- 
islators are committed to it—provided the measure can be 
constitutionally adopted. We notice that in some States 
it has been declared conatitutional and In others tne re- 
verse. This is doubtless owing to a difference In the 
several State constitutions. Whether or not a referendum 
Act would clash with Nevada's fundamental law, we are 
not lawyer enough to decide. But that 
is a question 


which should be settled as definitely as possible before any 
time Is wasted over a measure of doubtful constitutional- 
ity.. We would suggest therefore that Mr. Sweeney, our 
Attorney-General elect, before the convening of the leg- 
tslatur, make a thorough examination of the subject so 
that he will be prepared to give his opinion, before any 
steps are taken to carry out the referendum clause in the 
State platform. 
It will doubtless be the most important 


measure that will come before the legislature and more 
time will be occupied in Its discussion than any other. It 
will therefore be well for the members to know whether it 
will hold water in the courts before pushing it to pass- 
age 
The main questions appear to be whether a bill can 


become a law in any other manner than that provided in 
the letter of our State Constitution, and whether the sub- 
mission of an Act to the people for latlfication is not del- 
egating legislative or executive power that is unauthor- 
ized by that instrument. If the weight of legal opinion 
is against the constitutionality of the measures all that 
the ensuing legislature can do is to take the first step 
toward the submission to the voters of a. Constitutional 
Amendment removing the obstruction, to referendum. It 
ts not difficult to foresee the disastrous consequences, in 
trouble and expense, and the complications that would re- 
sult from the adoption of such a measure, which would, 
•when about to be practically exploited, be wiped out by 
an adverse decision of the Supreme Court of the State. 
While The Journal has always been, and is, an ardent ad- 
vocate of the referendum, it would for the reasons above 
given, admonish the legislative members to heed the ad- 
vice ot Davy Crockett— "be sure you're right, then go 
ahead.'
